WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP)— 
The Senate Judiciary Committee 
decided today it has no “author- 
ization or jurisdiction” to take 
action on charges made by Su- 
preme Court Justice Robert H. 
Jackson against Justice Hugo L. 
Black. 
Chairman McCarran (Dem.), 
Nevada, submitted to the commit- 
tee the statement received from 
Justice Jackson, now prosecutor 
in the war crimes trials at Nuern- 
berg, Germany. He announced 
after the closed meeting that the 
committee unanimously approved 
the foll statement: . 
“The committee has heard and 
discussed the cablegram ad- 
dressed to the chairman of the 
Senate and House Judiciary Com- 
mittees by Mr. Justice Jackson, 
If any question is presented by 
this communication we lack au- 
thorization or jurisdiction to de- 
termine it at this time. 
“The Senate of the United 
States, under the Constitution can 
act only as a court to decide 
charges brought against a judicial 
officer of the-United States, and 
only when such charges are made 
by the House of Representatives 
through impeachment  proceed- 
ings.” 
Thus, the Senate group adopted 
the same attitude expressed by 
the House Judiciary Committee, 
which has held tieat it lacked ju- 
risdiction now to investigate the 
“feud” between the two justices. 
Justice Jackson, in his state- 
ments to the congressional com- 
mittees and to newsmen at Nuern- 
berg last week, criticized Justice 
Black for sitting in a case in 
which Justice Black’s former law 
partner was a counsel, 


Jackson Thinks Prosecution Job 
. Will Be Over by July 15. 

NUERNBERG, June 17 (AP) — 
Justice Robert H. Jackson said 
today his job as American war 
crimes prosecutor here probably 
would be over by July 15, and 
that he would return to the United 
States. 

The jurist refused to comment 
on his differences with his fellow

Jackson estimated the cases of 
the high Nazis would be complet- 
ed by mid-July.

HOT WEATHER 
RELIEF PREDICTED 
ATE TOMORROM 


Temperature Reaches 
Year's High of 96.1 
Degrees — Possibility 
of Showers. 


Relief from soaring temper- 
atures which set the year’s high 
mark of 96.1 degrees at 4 p.m. 
yesterday was predicted for late 
tomorrow by Meteorologist Harry 


F. Wahlgren. 

The minimum temperature to- 
morrow morning probably will not 
be below 78 degrees, Wahlgren 
said, but, as the day wears on, 
the skies should become increas- 
ingly overcast and there is a pos- 
sibility of thundershowers tomor- 
row night.

Many found the 
best solution to the oppressive 
weather was to sit quietly at 
home.

CITATIONS AGAINST 
HOTELS MAYFAIR, 
DE SOTO DROPPED 


Public Service Board Re- 
fuses to Cite 9 Others 
When Informed of Re- 
moval of Excess Inflam- 
mable Liquids. 


Citations against Hotels May- 
fair and De Soto to show cause 
why their permits to operate 


should not be revoked for storing 
more than the amount of inflam- 
mable liquids allowed by ordi- 
nance were dismissed today by 
the Board of Public-Service. 

Dismissal of the citations fol- 
lowed a public hearing at which it 
was testified that the excess 
amounts of inflammable liquids 
were removed from the hotels’ 
premises the day after they were 
found by inspectors of the Fire 
Prevention Bureau. The board 
voted four to one in favor of dis- 
missal of both citations. The only 
dissenting vote was cast by Di- 
rector of Pilblic Safety Charles J. 
Riley, at whose request the cita- 
ions were issued last week, 

The board denied Riley's appli- 
cation for citations against nine 
other hotels where _ inspectors 
found more than the permitted 
amounts of inflammable liquids 
stored after Fire Marshal Walter 
H. Kammann testified that the 
excess quantities of such materials 
had been removed on his orders. 

These hotels were the Chase, 
Coronado, Park Plaza, Maryland, 
York, West End, Calumet Down- 
town T. M. C. A. and the Evangeline 
Residence, Salvation Army home 
for women. 

Ritz Hotel Cited. 

The board issued a citation 
against the Ritz Hotel, 4137 Lin- 
dell boulevard, for failure to obey 
orders of the fire marshal to cor- 
rect certain violations found at 
the establishment. Kammann tes- 
tified that an inspection Feb. 5 
showed there were no fire alarm 
bells, the fire escape needed re- 
pair and additional fire extinguish- 
ers were needed. a 

Despite repeated notification by 
the fire marshal, the hotel failed 
to correct the conditions, Kam- 
mann told the board. Riley said 
the case would be pressed as 
test case of the authority of the 
fire marshal to force correction of 
hazardous conditions. 

Joseph H. Grand, attorney for 
Hotel Mayfair, told the board that, 
in his opinion, it was not neces- 
sary to issue the citation, adding, 
“The hotel could have been ruined 
by the unfavorable publicity. The 
conditions complained of by the 
inspector were corrected immedi- 
ately, either before, or within one 
hour of the time the citation was 
issued.” 

In a prepared statement, Charles 
Heiss, president and general man- 
ager of the hotel, called attention 
to safety precautions observed at 
the hotel. He cited fireproofing of 
elevator shafts and installation of 
various safety devices.

solutely vital to the security of 
the United States. 

Symington, in a speech to the 
Detroit Economic Club charged 
that the Navy, by opposing Presi- 
dent Truman's policy for unifica- 
tion of the armed services, had al- 
ready relegated the Army Air 
Forces to a secondary position in 
the air. 

Criticism of Navy. 

The blond, athletic, 45-year-old 
St. Louisan gave the Navy lobby- 
ists against unification the one- 
two punch for their attempts to 
get an undue share of the brains 
and billions of the nation. He took 
occasion to deny, however, that 
the War Department wanted to 
deprive the Navy of its carrier- 
based planes or to abolish the 
Marine Corps. 

“If there is to be any limitation 
on the amount the American tax- 
payer can afford to put into na- 
tional security,” he said, “natural- 
ly that ‘amount must be divided 
among the Army, the Navy and 
the Air Corps. If one of the serv- 
ices gets more than its share, ob- 
viously another will get less. 

“That is what happens today. 
Year after year both services ask 
the Congress for billions and bil- 
lions of dollars without their budg- 
et even being discussed with the 
other service. 

“So here we are, in a tax-bur- 
dened country, with hundreds of 
billions of dollars of debt and no 
co-ordinated plan of administra- 
tive control, fiscal or otherwise, 
for national security. 

“There is another bottleneck, 
even more serious, and regardless 
of our wealth and strength. That 
is the bottleneck of brains. 

Next War One of Science. 

“If it comes, tomorrow’s war 
will be the war of the researct 
scientists. The number of men 
capable of handling such researct 
is strictly limited. Let us give 
just one illustration.

Red Attacks Dispel Optimism. 

A wave of optimism swept over 
the conference Saturday after Rus- 
sia, in a surprise conciliatory ges- 
ture, agreed to the discussion of 
the Austrian problem.

BREAD RATIONING IN BRITAIN 
PROBABLE, STRACHEY SAYS 


New Food Minister in 


7 


First Broadcast Tells 


of Preparations Replies to Critics of 


Better Fed’ America. 


LONDON, June 17 (AP) —John 
Strachey, in his first broadcast 
since he succeeded Sir Ben Smith 
as food minister, said last night it 
was “highly probable” that bread 
would be rationed in Britain, 


“I say to the whole world that 
this country cannot today give a 
greater proof of its international 
good faith than by preparing to ra- 
tion its own bread,” Strachty de- 
clared. 


“It’s rather easy for all of us 
to start criticizing America just 
now because she is better fed than 
we are,” he said. “But do we 
realize that at this moment there 
are idle flour mills and bread 
queues in American cities because 
of the amount of wheat America 
is striving to send overseas?” 


Strachey, who was to leave by 
plane today for food talks in Can- 
ada and later for the first meeting 
of the international emergency 
food council in the United States, 
suggested that the monotonous 
British diet is not so thin as it 
seems. 


“In total quantity we as a na- 
tion are only eating about 7 per 
cent less food than we did before 
the war,” he said. “Richer peo- 
ple are getting considerably less 
food than they used to, while 
Many poorer people are actually 
getting more 


“But there is a strict limit to 
what Britain can do to help starv- 
ing peoples,” the food minister 
continued, “and that limit has un- 
doubtedly been reached at the 
point at which we have to make 
— preparations for bread ration- 
ng.” 

He warned Britons that items 
other than bread were “painfully 
short” and said there definitely 
would be a cut in the present soap 
ration of “three average-sized bars 
a month.” 

Predicting food policies now be- 
ing formulated would make Brit- 
ain in a few years better fed than 
ever before, Strachey said he was 
proud of the contribution the 
country had made to avert starva- 
tion in Germany and elsewhere. 

“Our country can do no more 
than it is doing to save our fellow 
men from the horrors of world 
famines,” he declared. 


Bread Shortage Worse: Wheat 
Crop May Be Held Back, 
CHICAGO, June 17 (UP) — A 
bumper wheat crop was filling 
storage bins in the central plains 
states today, but grain dealers be- 
lieved farmers would hold their 
wheat for higher prices and that 
the nation would continue on 
short bread rations. 
Meanwhile, the bread storage 
grew worse and spokesmen for 
the baking industry said scores of 
bakeries across the nation would 
be forced to close this week. 
Walter R. Scott, Secretary of 
the Kansas City Board of Trade, 


predicted that despite Kansas’ 


— 


bumper crop, far exceeding 
cent estimates, 
wheat reaching the market would 


be only a trickle. 


Farmers “Resentful.” 

Scott said farmers were “ex- 
tremely resentful” of the Govern- 
ment’s wheat program. He said 
they regard it as “an attempt to 
deprive them of higher prices that 
may be granted later.” Farmers 
will not sell any appreciable 
amount of their grain,” he said. 

Frank Jungewaelter, Executive 
Secretary of the Associated Retail 
Bakers of America, predicted that 
bakery shutdowns would increase 
sharply beginning today. He said 
reports indicated that 175 bakeries 
in Philadelphia would be forced to 
close this week. 

“Storage Tickets” Sought. 

Grain elevator operators at 
Pratt, Hutchinson, Garden City

REPORT OF U. F. ALERT OVER 
RED ACTIVITY CALLED RUMOR 


PARIS, June 17 (AP)—An offi- 
cial spokesman for the American 
delegation to the foreign min- 
isters’ conference said today that 
a published newspaper story that 
American troops in Germany have 
been alerted because of reported 
concentrations of Russian troops 
in southeastern Germany was 
“based on rumors.” 

“There are all sorts of rumors 
flying around. here,” the spokes- 
man said, “and that particular one 
is the kind that I do not want to 
comment on in any way whatso- 
ever.”

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TOKYO, Tune 17 (AP)—The 
four-power Allied Council for 
Japan rejected today a Russian 
plan for expropriation of Japanese 
land but approved a two-year 
rural land “reform” program of- 
fered by Great Britain. 

The Chinese and British mem- 
bers joined with George Atcheson 
Jr., the United States member, in 
opposing a proposal by Lt. Gen, 
Kuzma Derevyanko of Russia to 


expropriate the land of the 
wealthy. 

Derevyanko then joined with 
China and Britain in approving 
for submission to Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur a plan modeled after 
the suggestion of W. McMahon 
Ball of Australia, British com- 
monwealth delegate, limiting land 
holdings, 

Under this plan, no one could 
hold more than seven and one 
fourth acres of land on Honshu, 
Kyushu and Shikoku, the heaviest 
peopled islands of Japan. 

On Hokkaido, northernmost and 
most thinly populated of the four 
main islands, individuals would be 
limited to 24.5 acres. 

Atcheson did not vote on the 
British proposal, saying that in 
this connection he was “seeking 
advice, not making recommenda- 
tions.” 

Ball and C. T. Shen, acting Chi- 
nese delegate, amended their con- 
currence in last week’s council 
action extending Japanese fishing 
areas as an emergency food meas 
ure.

Finland Makes Another Payment. 

WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP)-—

had received $166,479.74 from the 
Baltic country, representing tis 
semi-annual interest installment, 
Finland has paid $7,263,000 to the 
United States so far, but still owes 
more than $8,000,000.

RADAR RANGE TESTS 
INDICATE USE TO 

PREDICT WEATHER 
Disturbances ‘Detected Two 


Days Earlier Than Possible 
With Devices Used Now. 


SAN DIEGO, Calif, June 17 
(AP)—Experiments which may 
greatly extend the range of radar 
and television and possibly open 
a new field for weather forecast- 
ing were disclosed through the 
Eleventh Naval District yesterday. 
Dr. John B. Smyth, head of a 
group of Navy electronics labora- 
tory scientists, said he believed 
that the practical range for ultra 
short-wave radio, radar and tele- 
vision transmission, now limited 
to the optical horizon or 150 miles 
at the best, may be increased to 
as much as 2000 miles. 

The preliminary studies, con- 
ducted in the Gila Bend region of 
southern Arizona, also disclosed 
subtle atmospheric disturbances 
preceding weather fronts. 

These were detected two days 
earlier than they would have been 
by the most sensitive meteorologi- 
cal instruments now in use, said 
Lt. A. P. D. Stokes, chief aerol- 
ogist.

New Slant on Atomic Bomb. 


Moscow press and radio broad- 
sides repeated the charge that in- 
fluential circles’ in the Anglo- 
Saxon countries, and not in Rus- 
sia, were endangering the peace 
by a “policy of imposing their will 
on other states.” 

One article, in the New Times, 
suggested that the Germans might 
have perfected the atom bomb if 
the Red Army had not kept them 
too busy. The article said it was 
“ridiculous” for the New York 
Herald-Tribune to assert “that the 
Soviet Union could not have de- 
feated the Germans without the 
assistance of Britain and America 
and that the latter could have won 
the war even without the assist- 
ance of the Soviet Union.” 


“How could the Americans be 
sure,” the magazine demanded, 
“that the Germans would not have 
discovered the secret of the new 
weapon before then ... had not 
Germany been compelled for near- 
ly four years to concentrate all 
her forces and resources on the 
main front of the second World 
War—the Soviet-German fronts?” 

A special Tass correspondent 
writing from Paris asserted 
“neither the division of Germany 
nor the preservation of its state 
of unity offers in itself a guaran- 
tee from the danger. of rejuvena- 
tion of the aggressive forces of 
German imperialism.” 

“The real solution to the Ger- 
mere abv col he said, “lies in the 
act d of fascism and 
the uprooting of its influence in 
all walks of life, the demilitariza- 
tion of Germany and the destruc- 
tion of its armed forces and the 
general staff as a military eco- 
nomic potential and the real de- 
mocratization of the state in pub- 
lic and economic life.”

Attorney Say Fair Trial 


Is Impossible—Change 2 


of Venue Denied. 


BAD NAUHEIM, Germany, June 
17 (AP)—A court martial trying 
Col. James A. Kilian of Highland 
Park, III., on charges of cruelty to 
sidiers at the Lichfield (England) 
guardhouse, denied him today a 


month’s delay and a venue trans- 
fer to the United States after 
hearing Kilian had asked Presi- 
dent Truman to investigate the 
trials. 

Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, 
United States commander in 
Europe, headed a lorg line of 
defense witnesses, none of whom 
ranked less than a colonel. 

cNarney was questioned 
sharply about the official Army 
policy governing the trial of sol- 
diers. The bitterest legal battle 
in the entire seven months of the 
controversial case swirled around 
the general as he sat for an hour 
in the witness stand, and was 
started when Kilian’s attorney, Lt. 
Col. Raymond E. Ford of Fort 
Pierce, Fla., asserted that a “fair 
trial is impossible under existing 
conditions.” 

Kilian is accused of aiding and 
authorizing cruel and unusual 
punishment while he was com- 
mandant at Lichfield. He unsuc- 
cessfully sought to postpone the 
trial until he had received a reply 
from President Truman for an in- 
vestigation. 

Ford told the court that Kilian 
on May 24 sent a letter to Tru- 
man asking him to “appoint a 
board of inquiry to examine into 
the facts on which the charges 
against this accused are allegedly 
based and particularly into the 
methods used to obtain the type of 
testimony used as a basis for 
bringing this accused to trial.” 

Ford asked that Truman be fur- 
nished transcripts of. the first 


Lichfield trial in London, of the 


report made by the officer who 
investigated Kilian's case and of 
Kilian's own trial. 

No reply has been received to 
these requests, Ford said. He also 
charged the Army had failed ‘to 
furnish Kilian documents, wit- 
nesses, stenographers and legal 
assistants he requested,

INGREASE T $252 28 


Audit Made Public After 400 
Members Approve Self- 
Government Move. 


Funds of the AFL Hodcarriers’, 
Building and Common Laborers’ 
Union, Local 42, have increased 
from $184,284 to $252,228 since the 
international union assumed ad- 
ministration of the local's affairs 
Oct. 13, 1941, after a $151,000 
shortage in the union funds was 
uncovered, William H. O’Shea, sec- 
retary of the local, said today. 

Quarterly audit reports of the 
union's accounts were made public 
by O’Shea after about 400 mem- 
bers of the union approved a pe- 
tition, at a meeting June 6, ask- 
ing restoration of self-government 


to the local. 


The 


aeg was arranged by 
John 


“Jack” Jones, 4753A Wash- 
ington avenue, a Heutenant of 
Earl Jenkins, former business 
agent of the union, who was 
charged with other officers with 


embezzlement’ of the union's 
funds, but who was acquitted by a 
jury in Circuit Court in March 
1942, Tickets to the meeting were 
sold for $1.20 each. 

Replies to Charges. 

In answer to charges made in 
the petition that the members had 
no knowledge of the membership 
roster, or of the financial condi- 
tion of the local, O'Shea today 
said: 

“There is no need for any mem- 
bers of the union to spend $1.20, 
or any ather amount, to find out 
about the status of the local’s af- 
fairs. The auditor’s reports are 
open for inspection by individual 
members of the local, whenever 
they desire. I have a complete 
file on members and permittees 
and this, also, is open to inspec- 
tion by individual members.” 


As to the right of assembly and 
official meetings, the lack of 
which is complained of in the pe- 
tition whith is to be submitted 
to the international union, O’Shea 
said, “This is up to the member- 
ship. When those elements of the 
local’s membership, who adhere to 
the principles of the former 
ousted officers have been com- 
pletely overcome, then the inter- 
national union undoubtedly will 
see fit to restore the local’s au- 
tonomy. But not until then. 


“It is my belief that, so long 
as lugs are levied on the unsus- 
pecting members by the confed- 
erates of these former officers, 
the international union will con- 
tinue to administer affairs of the 
local,”

About $65,000 Returned. 


Of the $151,000 shortage found, 
about $65,000 was returned to the 
local’s treasury.

WASHINGTON, June 17. 


ROM what we learned in the war, it can be said that flame and 
disease will be available for use against a future enemy on a 
scale heretofore not envisioned. 


The Army has announced that fire bombs killed more persons in 
Japan than atomic bombs, and both Army and Navy have issued 
guarded announcements with regard to their studies of biologica\ 


warfare. 

The Army, 2 conducted 
secret experiments at Camp 
Detrick, Maryland, has an- 
nounced that it developed meth- 
ods for the mass production of 
micro-organisms and their prod- 
ucts and was able to perfect 
defense measures. 

The Navy’s sketchy announce 
ment of work done at the Uni- 
versity of California stated prin- 


cipally that it was devoted to 
defensive and offensive meas- 


ures involving an infectious dis- 
ease “centuries old and one of 
the greatest of killers.” 

Little more is known generally 
about our accomplishments in 
bacteriological warfare, though 


there have been hints from time 
to time that further progress has 
been made. Akin to disease is 
the possibility, which has been dis- 
cussed in a limited way, of killing 
by the use of radio-active products 
resulting from atomic fission. 
Chief Fire Weapons. 

The advanced weapons for the 
use of fire were developed largely 
by the Chemical Warfare Service. 
Chief among these were fire 
bombs and flamethrowers. 

The latter were highly success- 
ful in routing the enemy from 
holed-in positions. Perfected 
flamethrowers employed Napalm 
(jellied gasoline) to give a lance- 
like jet. The success of these port- 
able flame guns resulted in heavy 
tank-mounted models and a 500- 
foot extension hose to carry liquid 
fire to hard-to-reach places. 

Napalm and a product called 
Pyrogel were used in incendiary 
bombs. The former is made by 
adding a compound known as 
“fire roe” to 80-octane motor fuel 
and stirring it into a gelatinous 
mass, Pyrogel is gasoline thick- 
ened with magnesium powder, 
liquid asphalt and oil ingredients. 
It resembles cold cream. 
“Firesticks” to “Blockburners.” 

In the latter stages of the war, 
fire bombs ranged in size from 
four-pound “firesticks” to 1100- 
pound “blockburners.” The small- 
est, and oldest, bomb was loaded 
with a combination of magnesium 
and thermate, the latter being a 
mixture of thermit, powdered 
aluminum, barium nitrate and pe- 
troleum. 

The four-pound bomb burned 
five to 10 minutes and on explo- 
sion hurled chunks of molten mag- 
nesium 50 feet. A six-pounder, 
loaded with Napalm, acted like a 
miniature flamethrower, expelling 
gobs of flaming jelly as far as 75 
yards. The gobs stuck on walls 
and under eaves. A _ 10-pound 
bomb spewed Pyrogel, or synthetic 
lava, 25 yards. These three mis- 
siles were dropped in clusters, 

There was also a 100-pound 
Napalm bomb, a 500-pound Pyro- 
gel bomb, a tribute to American 
airmen’s ingenuity, a fuel tank 
which on occasion could be filled 
with as much as 165 gallons of 
Napalm and jettisoned. 

Fire-bomb attacks were re- 
ported to have burned out nearly 

160 square miles of Japanese in- 
dustrial areas and to have left 
homeless or dead more than 
8,000,000 persons. 

In a single night raid over 
Germany, more than _ 1,000,000 
fire bombs were dropped in 42 
minutes and the Strategic Bomb- 
ing Survey reported that in de- 
stroying German cities incen- 
diaries were, ton for ton, nearly 
five times as destructive as ex- 
plosive bombs. 

By the end of the war the 
Chemical Warfare Service had de- 
veloped a recoilless model of its 
4.2-inch chemical mortar, a 
weapon which threw white phos- 
phorus and high explosive shells 
in close support of ground troops. 
It was designed originally for gas 
attacks, which require the build- 
ing up of lethal concentrations be- 
fore the enemy dons gas masks. 

White phosphorus was used 

bon for anti-personnel and 

“smoke effect, but other smoke 
devices were more widely em- 
ployed. The Chemical Warfare 
Service says that so efficient 
did our Army become in the 
tactical employment of man- 
made fog that for the first time 
in history it was possible for 
infantry divisions to disappear 
from observation, cities to fade 
out of sight from the air and 
battles to be feught under an 
atmospheric mantle that could 
be varied at will from thin haze 
to “pea soup.” 

The biggest fog machine was a 
mechanical smoke generator some- 
what resembling the old horse- 
drawn fire engine. It could blan- 
ket a square mile in 10 minutes. 
A model about the size of a 
trunk could blot out an area five 
miles long by 200 yards wide. Both 
Machines vaporized an oil and 
water spray. 

Smoke Pots Used. 

Cover was provided also by 

smoke pots of various sizes. These |

ranged from an Ii-pound con- 
tainer which burned for six min- 
utes to a 30-pound pot, which 
burned for 20 minutes. For am- 
phibio use, there was a 27- 
pound pot which floated and 
smoked for 15 minutes. There 
were also smoke grenades and 
airplane smoke tanks. 

The Army thinks the fact that 
it was prepared to retaliate with 
gas if this weapon were em- 
ployed by the enemy was a big 
factor in discouraging the use of 


Ready for use were various 
types of war gases, suitable for 
different purposes. Included 
were casualty producers—those 
which blister,‘ choke, and poison 
the blood and nerves—and har- 
rassing agents, which cause 
tears and nausea, These, with 
others of a secret nature, were 
available for employment in 
bombs and shells similar to 
those which rained fire and ex- 
plosives on the Axis. Develop- 
ment of the long-range bomber 
and other advances made in 
aviation rendered the home in- 
dustrial areas as much of a 
tential gas target as ins 
tions in the zone of actual con- 
flict, 

Chemical mortar battalions, hav- 
ing become adept in firing smoke 
and high explosive barrages from 
their 4.2-inch mortars, could have 
switched to a toxic shell with 
equal effect. At the same time 
every active front had decon- 
tamination companies available 
for neutralizing gassed areas; 
processing companies, for im- 
pregnating clothing to protect 
against gas; field laboratory com- 
panies, for analyzing enemy 
chemical agents on the spot; 
maintenance companies, to re- 
service gas masks and other 
equipment; and depot companies, 
to supply gas munitions. 

By the same token, chemical 
air operations companies, which. 
had been busy storing and load- 
ing incendiary bombs and filling 
airplane spray tanks with smoke 
mixture, could have loaded the 
missiles with gas. 

Many of these developments 
have peacetime uses. Decontami- 
nation apparatus can be used for 
insect and crop control, smoke 
pots for protecting fruit trees 
from frost, flamethrowers for 
melting snow and burning weeds 
and 3 gases for soil treat- 
ment. 


C. B. S. MA CHARGES 
B. B. C. CENSORSHIP 
BARRED HIS TALK 


LONDON, June 17 (AP)—How- 
ard K. Smith, European chief for 
Columbia Broadcasting System, 
reported today the British Broad- 
casting Corp. had refused to 


broadcast a commentary in which 
Smith took the position that Rus- 
sia, alone, was not responsible for 
the failure of the Big Four For- 
eign Ministers to write European 
peace agreements. 

Smith, veteran of 10 years of 
European reporting, said “this is 
the first time I’ve ever heard of 
B. B. C. censoring in peace time.” 

A B. B. C. spokesman said Smith’s 
commentary, planned as part of 
an armed forces educational pro- 
gram, was “a highly individual 
view.” 

“As this was not what we asked 
for,” the B.B.C. added, “and as Mr. 
Smith felt unable to alter his 
script, we were compelled to can- 
cel the talk and substitute an- 
other talk for it.” 

Among other things, Smith’s 
commentary complained that cor- 
respondents assigned to cover the 
Paris conference get their infor- 
mation from their own national 
representatives. 

“You will hear the viewpoint of 
your side and not that of the 
other,” it declared in developing 
the contention that Russia was. 
not solely responsible for failure 
of the foreign ministers to reach 
agreement 

“History will record as one of 
the outstanding consequences of 
World War II,” the script added, 
“that not one but two great 
nations expanded their influence 
in astonishing degree. One is 
Russia—the other the United

HE nation’s steelmasters surprised a leading metal trade maga- 

zine, a New York newspaper and themselves last week. In doing 

so, they proved that there's plenty of zip, zest, and will-to-go 
places in this much-thwarted reconversion economy of ours. 


The steelmakers pushed their 
operations up to 76.1 per cent of 
capacity from 55.2 per cent the 
week before and 43.6 per cent the 
week before that. The 75 per cent 
gain in two weeks was not sen- 
sational as such gains go. The 
rebound after the steel strike in 
February was even more rapid. 
But this gain came in the face of 
predictions that the industry 
would take a long time to recover 
because (1) coal stocks were 
nearly exhausted, (2) scrap was 
short, and (3) too many furnaces 
were down. 

Plenty of Bounce. 

Yet today the industry is not 
far from its pre-strike level of 
88.5 per cent of capacity and will 
soon be up there. The magazine 
described the performance as 
“surpassing the most optimistic 
predictions. The newspaper called 
it “an unexpectedly rapid re- 
covery.” 

Yet it might have been an- 
ticipated. Just after the coal 
strike, this column declared 
that in the next few weeks the 
steel operating rate will rise to 
90 per cent of capacity.” The 
reasons that provoked that pre- 
diction are just as positive to- 
day as they were then. The 
country was and is rarin’ to 
produce and deliver. 

So, when the coal strike ended, 
steelmakers disregarded ebbing 
coal stocks or shortages of scrap. 
They were willing to produce 
while the producing was good and 
to take their chances on replen- 
ishing inventories later. That— 
as the statistics prove—they did. 

In Autos, Too. 

Steel is not unique. The auto- 

mobile industry has gone through

7 Ships Target 
For First Atom 
Bomb at Bikini 


One, Painted 
Orange, to Have 
Radar Beacon to 


Aid B-29 Attack.

EN ROUTE TO BIKINI, June 
17—A cluster of seven ships, five 
battleships, and two airplane car- 
riers, will form the target for the 
first tomie bomb test in the la- 
goon of Bikini Atoll, Surround- 
ing this massed target will be 
some 70 other ships. 

One of the target ships will be 
painted a bright orange and will 
have a radar beacon on it to aid 
the B-29 which drops the atomic 
bomb. 

The airplane carriers in the cen- 
tral target include the Saratoga, 
veteran of World War II cam- 
paigns in the Pacific and the 
smaller carrier, Independence. 
Both will have a selected variety 
of Army and Navy planes on their 
flight decks and in their hangars. 

The five battleships are the Ne- 
vada and the Pennsylvania, proud 
old ships that came through the 
Japanese sneak attack at Pearl 
Harbor; the Arkansas, which first 
saw action at Veracruz in 1914; 
the New York, likewise a veteran 
of World War I, and finally the 
captured Japanese battleship, the 
Nagato. 

Vast Array of Supplies. 

All these battleships will con- 
tain a vast array of war supplies 
both on deck and below. 

These seven ships will be tied 
up to mooring buoys very close to- 
gether. The usual method of an- 
choring ships so that they can 
swing at anchor without danger 
of collision will not be followed. 

The reason for this plan is to be 
found in the basic design of the 
test. There is no desire to simu- 
late war conditions. 

Everything has been done to 
make it possible for the B-29 to 
score a bullseye. The seven ships 
are sufficiently close that one or 
the other should be directly under 
the bomb when it explodes.

Air power, like all other forms 
of military power, has as its final 
purpose the delivery of destructive 
missiles and other forms of violent 
attack against decisive hostile tar- 
gets. To do that, the missiles and 
the means of carrying and deliver- 
ing them must first be produced. 
Then they must be carried to the 
place where they are to be used. 
Then they must be delivered, in 
such a manner and at such a time 
and place as to be effective. 

To be able to make offensive 
war against a major opponent, a 
nation must be able to do all 
three of these things. To be re- 
spected in a world in which fight- 
ing power is still the basis of na- 
tional influence, a nation must be 
known to be able, at need, to do 
all three of these things. 
Productive Capacity Necessary. 

First, therefore, its means of 
production must be ample, and 
must be secure from direct at- 
tack. Otherwise it can be para- 
lyzed at the outset. During the 
last two wars, it was command 
of the sea that gave the United 
States the complete security for 
preparation and production which 
it enjoyed. With the increase in 
the range of air-borne weapons,

A: an example of what this may 
mean, a principal factor in re 
ducing the effect of airborne at* 
tack would certainly be the de 
tection of airborne missiles or of 
planes carrying such missiles at 
as great a distance from their 
intended targets as possible.

Dirty Work With Silver 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Let's look at the implications of the 
Senate appropriations bill’s rider con- 
cerning silver. The use of silver for sil- 
verware is immediately obvious, and 
perhaps many are not concerned over 
what could be considered a luxury and 
an art medium. Actually, silverware is 
a minor use of silver. 

The present rider raises the price to 
90.3 cents. In two years the price is to 
be $1.29. The silver industry has never 
indicated that it would be altruistic to 
the extent of selling for 90.3 when by 
sitting and waiting it can sell for $1.29. 
The silver industry will receive an im- 
mediate increase in price of approxi- 
mately 30 per cent, but there will be no 
production. In two years it will receive 
another 30 per cent—a total of 60 per 
cent. In other words, will take two 
times 30 pieces of silver to get produc- 


Silver is an element for which there 
fis no substitute. It is used in photo- 
graphic light-sensitive material, medi- 
cine and precision electrical equipment. 
We will have no X-rays, no spectro- 
graphic analyses, no pictures, no astro- 
nomical investigations, no movies, no 
medicinal silver and no fine electrical 


nt. 

I know of no industry but raw silver 
which receives a guaranteed market at 
a guaranteed price without regard to 
supply and demand and without regard 
to improvement of process. For silver 
prices in 1948 to be in line with other 
prices, we will have to have a rise in 

Prices of at least 100 per cent. The price 
of silver for a number of years has been 
independent of supply and demand and 
of labor costs. I see no claims on the 
part of the silver bloc that the rise is 
mecessary to cover increased cost of ma- 
terials or labor. 

The Government has enough silver to 
supply industrial users for nearly 10 
years and it paid a good price for it. 

That is, you and you paid a good price 
for it, but you and you are not to have 
the benefit of your purchase. ®

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A Gamble With Inflation 

Item by item, both the Senate and the House 
OPA bills serve particular pressure groups. In 
the whole, they express a rebellion against war- 
born controls, sustained by a tacit assumption 
that a hard siege of inflation is better than liv- 
ing longer with Government price-fixing and the 
black market. 

The assumption is fateful. If abandoned 
and greatly weakened price controls speed pro- 
duction fast enough, the gamble will win. If 
rising prices outrun production, it will lose and 
its authors will be anathema. It seems almost 
sure to lose. 

Take automobiles, for example. It is probably 
correctly argued that automobile manufacturers 
will exercise self-restraint in prices; it is their 
classic policy. Give them a free flow of sup- 
plies and freedom from strikes, and the gamble 


may well win in this sector. But will they get 


the supplies and labor peace? 

They will not. Labor will remain peaceful 

only while prices remain reasonably stable. But 
prices under these bills will rise sharply— 
notably food prices. The Senate has freed some 
important foods from any control; it has turned 
all others over to Clinton Anderson, an infla- 
tionist, Will food producers then exercise self- 
restraint? 
They will not, can not. The farmer has no 
control over his prices. Any farmer who took 
less than the market price would be foolish, for 
his personal moderation would do nothing to 
keep prices in reason. The only way to cheapen 
food without controlling prices is to grow more 
food—which means at least one year for sup- 
plies to overtake needs. 

Wage-earners cannot wait a year for relief 
from next month’s higher prices. When food 
starts soaring after July 1, national unions will 
demand higher wages within 60 days. They will 
get higher wages—or else the country’s indus- 
trial recovery from war will be shut down again 
by strikes. 

Other amendments will have similar effects 
on other consumer goods—clothing, for example, 
and gasoline and oil, and all consumer durable 
goods. Most of us will feel the pinch in every- 
thing we buy. None who can help himself will 
take it lying down. 

For a time, manufacturers were on strike be- 
cause the President tried to control prices with- 
out controlling wages. Months after the Presi- 
dent rejected that misfit shoe, Congress now 
proposes to put it on labor’s foot. In turn, 
prices will rise, labor will strike, production fail, 
prices rise again, and so on until consumers go 
broke or on a strike of their own and the bot- 
tom falls out from under the false boom. That 
happened after World War I. 

Thus has Congress done a supremely unwise 
thing. It rightly disregarded those foolish 
counselors who wanted OPA left just as it was, 
with all its statutory hobbles on production. But 
it also disregarded such statesmanlike counsel as 
came from the Committee for, Economic Devel- 
opment, representing the most farsighted ele- 
ment of American business.

and future trouble. Instead, Congress rejected 
cool calculation and was swayed too far by the

It is predicted that Mr. Truman will exercise 
the veto. That, too, is a gamble. Could Con- 
gress then be persuaded to pass a better bill? 
If not, is no law better than a crippled one? 

Without the calculation which only the Presi- 
dent has the means to give all the alternatives, 
it is hard to say whether he should veto or not. 
Only this: if he does, he should ask for an exten- 
sion of present law only until Congress can 
enact a better. The present law does need 
amendment; Mr. Truman could do far worse 
than to champion the CED’s proposals. 

Barring the miracle of the Senate-House con- 
ference making a good law from two bad bills, 
the next moves will be the President’s. May he 
make them in all wisdom and all vigor. And 
then may the Congress join him in the same 
high spirit. 


Brush-Off for a Bonus 

Gov. Green and the Illinois Legislature have 
whisked off the State bonus proposal in such a 
way that, whatever happens to this controversial 
item, they can't lose. They've praised it and 
passed it on to the voters in the, November elec- 
tion. 

Actually, state governments are driven to 
bonus ideas by sheer political desperation. 


When they can't figure out ways to solve the 


veterans’ major worries about homes and jobs, 
they can always figure out an appropriation. If 
ex-service men have to pay for a bonus in new 
taxes, it still looks like a gift. So Gov. Green 
refers this doubtful proposition to the electorate, 
remarking nonchalantly that it is “the most lib- 
eral state bonus ever proposed.” That means 
the most costly, too. 

But there’s nothing expensive about just pro- 
posing an expenditure, which is all the Illinois 
politicos have done. They don’t have to tell the 
voters what to do with it, and neither do we.

Last Word on the Defense Merger 


President Truman’s new plan for a single de- 
partment of defense ought to be the last word 
on the matter, as he hopes it will be. His plan 
is a just compromise between Army and Navy 
thinking on.the merger proposal, and should end 
the incessant feuding between the services. 

For .more than a year, the Army and Navy 
have been engaged in jealous backbiting and lob- 
bying over various merger plans. The somewhat 
courteous language used by Secretaries Forres- 
tal and Patterson to discuss the matter was re- 
duced to the following ordinary prose by Bert 
Andrews of the New York Herald Tribune: 

Mr. Forrestal—You're stubborn. You're try- 
ing to grab the Navy’s air force. You're spon- 
soring a bill that could lead to military dictator- 
ship. 

Mr. Patterson—You’re behind the times. Who 
wants your old air force? Your charge of poten- 
tial dictatorship is plain silly, 

So it went, to the detriment of morale and 
public respect, despite all efforts of the Presi- 
dent to stop the rampant jealousies. But final- 
ly, last month, Mr. Truman set a deadline for 
agreement, and now he says high officials of the 
services will support his new merger plan. 

In ironing out the roughest wrinkles of dis- 
agreement, the President would establish a sin- 
gle defense department, under a single cabinet 
secretary, as the Army desired. The Army, Navy 
and Air Forces would be co-equal, under civilian 
sub-secretaries. The Navy would retain its Ma- 


rine Corps, and considerable air power, but 


would give up its land-based aircraft. 

Mr. Truman has given in to the Navy in pro- 
posing to continue the Joint Chiefs of Staff. The 
Army had wanted a single chief of staff, where- 
as the Navy contended that such an office would 
hold too much military power. Under the Presi- 
dent’s plan, presumably, the Secretary of De- 
fense will be able to resolve any’conflicts among 
the staff, providing final authority on a civilian 
cabinet level. 

Engraved in the President’s outline to Con- 
gress are two lessons of modern war. One is 
that without unified command, from top staff to 
front-line combat team, battles may be lost. The 
other is that inter-service competition is waste- 
ful of manpower, bids high the cost of supplies, 
hinders research and loses precious time. Even 
now, service rivalry is reported to be delaying 
work on rocket weapons, 

But Mr. Truman intends to apply unity at the 
highest level of command where, as Pearl Har- 
bor showed, divided responsibility is most dan- 
gerous. He plans to end duplication of effort in 
research, procurement and intelligence. And 
with these accomplishments, he is compromising 
the contentiousness between our defense arms. 
So the Army and Navy must surrender selfish 
partisanship. What the nation expects from them 
now is teamwork,

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Ugly Business in Java 

British threats to bomb Indonesian troop con- 
centrations from the air, unless the massing of 
soldiers at Soerabaja is stopped, constitute a 
shocking reminder that after eight months Dutch 
suzerainty is still being enforced in the East In- 
dies at the points of British bayonets. 

Though negotiations between the Netherlands 
Government and the Indonesian independence 
leaders have been going on, with interruptions, 
for the past four months, a solution is no nearer 
than it was on the day when British and Dutch 
troops supplanted Japanese in occupation of the 
islands. 

How long does the British Government pro- 
pose to maintain troops in Java? This is not 
a conquered country; it is a liberated one, though 
the word “liberated” must have an ironic ring 
in the ears of the Javanese these days. How 
long will the British continue to kill Indonesians 
for no better reason than that they want to be 
free? 

How long will the United States Government 
make itself a party to the business by failing 
to denounce it and to bring pressure on the 
British to quit Java? It is no glowing example 
of a brave new world that is presented in the 
East Indies, and the United States cannot evade 
its responsibility by turning its head aside. 


What we need for a peace conference is a few 
peaceful conferees.

Evils of the Tidelands Oil Bill 


The Senate would have passed the tidelands 
oil quitclaim bill last Friday if it had not been 
for the technicality that an objection from the 
floor delayed the vote, and its sponsor, Chair- 
man McCarran of the Judiciary Committee, 
means to bring it up for a vote this week. There 
are two good reasons why the bill should be de- 
feated. 

The first reason is that the tidelands oil to 
which the bill would renounce all Federal claim 
is the last great reserve of oil in the United 
States and should be developed with the primary 
purpose of conserving it for national defense. If 
the quitclaim bill were enacted, this reserve 
would be developed instead for the primary pur- 
pose of private profit. 

The second reason is that the question of title 
to tidelands oil is now before the United States 
Supreme Court, which /will determine whether 
these reserves 4re pwned by the states or by the 
Federal Government. For Congress to take a 


, pending case out of the hands of the Supreme 


Court and settle it legislatively would be improp- 
er and a questionable precedent. 

The tidelands oil bill is a raid on the national 
domain and a blow to the national defense, It 
should be beaten back.

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In the Wake of the Cotton Picker 


The Mirror

Possibly one-half of South’s farm population will be surplus in 10 
to 20 years, writer says; synthetic fibers threaten use of cotton; 
workers are being pushed off land by increased use of machinery; 
one result may be revolutionary Northern trek by Southern farmers.

During the war, this reporter wrote of 
the probable revolutionary effect of the 
imminent peacetime development of the 
mechanical cotton picker in the South. 
Now the war is over and the transition 
has started. It is almost impossible to find 
words strong enough to describe the prob- 
able effects of farm mechanization and 
other developments in the American South 
in the next generation. 


When America was founded, it was a 
nation of farmers. By 1910, the farm pop- 
ulation was down to 40 per cent. Today 
it is only about 18 per cent. What is the 
reason? 


Well, for one thing, farms are more effi- 
cient. They have machines. They can pro- 
duce more goods. Only those who have 
seen such areas as the Imperial Valley of 
California can understand what the ulti- 
mate means in outdoor farm factories. 


As the postwar era starts, the South has 
the densest farm population in America 
and also the lowest farm income. It is 
here that the impact of the new mechani- 
zation will be greatest. The prospect for 
change is so sweeping that I hesitate to 
write it down, lest it be thought I am ex- 
aggerating. 

Yet we know what one machine, Eli 
Whitney’s cotton gin, did to the South. 
Now other machines and new techniques 
promise other revolutions. Whether they 
be planned or explosive, peaceful or vio- 
lent, depends on the -wisdom of the men 
who are already initiating the change. 
That they will be sweeping and permanent 
seems practically certain. 


How U.S.S.R. Mechanized Farms 


America does not do these things as Rus- 
sia does them. In a book, “Soviet Politics,” 
by Frederick L, Schuman, generally sym- 
pathetic to Russia, the tragic story of the 
liquidation of the Kulaks is told. Back in 
1927, Soviet authorities felt mechanization 
of inefficient small farms and their group- 
ing into larger units was essential. In a 
mood of crusading enthusiasm, the Kulak 
class was virtually wiped out. 


They lost not only their “homes, land 
and equipment, but their horses, cattle and 
even chickens.” Hundreds of thousands 
were deported to concéntration camps. 
When the Ukraine Kulaks resisted, their 
possessions were taken from them, and 
Prof. Schuman admits they were “left to 
starve ... as a more or less deliberate 
policy . „. the party appeared less dis- 


turbed by dead Kulaks than by dead cows, 
The former were ‘class enemies.“ 


That was how Russia achieved farm 
méchanization, America approaches these 
things differently. The danger is, how- 
ever, that while the Soviet engaged in bru- 
tal over-planning, the United States will in- 
dulge in no planning at all. Indeed, the 
prospect of upset for the next two decades 
in the South is so great that the most 
careful forethought is required. 


When Machinery Moves In 


In an article in Harper’s, Peter F. 
Drucker gives the latest report on the 
problem. In the next 10 or 20 years, he 
estimates that from 5,000,000 to 8,000,000 
people, mostly Negroes, will “lose their 
homes and their livelihood.” Here is why: 


The mechanical cotton picker and other 
machines show themselves able to cut la- 
bor requirements in half or more on large 
plantations, making small holdings increas- 
ingly inefficient. 


After the next two or three years, high- 
cost American cotton (25 cents a pound) 
can probably not compete in world mar- 
kets without subsidies. World cotton prices 
are apt to drop to 12 or 10 cents a pound. 


In America, cotton’s former place is also 
threatened by paper, rayon nylon and 
other synthetic fibers. 


Meanwhile, development of a process to 
convert Southern sweet potatoes into a 
cattle and pig fodder able to compete with 
corn, opens the prospect of using the 
South’s land increasingly for livestock. 


At the same time, more and more de- 
pleted cotton land will be turned into fast- 
growing Southern pine which yields a 
“crop” for wood pulp in five to eight years, 


All these developments threaten the low- 
paid, dense population of Southern farm 
workers. Mr. Drucker guesses that as 
much as one half of the Southern farm 
population will be surplus in 10 to 20 years. 
It will be pushed off the land. Where will 
it go? There may be such a Northern trek 
of Negroes as the nation has never wit- 
nessed. 

A social, economic and political trans- 
tion perhaps bordering on the revolution- 
ary seems in store for the South. It will 
be easier to meet if the nation maintains 
full employment in the next generation. 
Yet even with maximum employment, the 
wisest kind of planning seems essential for 
the days ahead,

Muncie, Ind. 

Like every other American who now 
seeks to build a structure of peace for all 
peoples, Mr. Meyer must seek to solve the 
Russian enigma, For the International Bank 
to attain maximum efficiency, Russia's 
promised co-operation must be translated 
from pledge to performance. Russia’s sub- 
scription of $1,200,000,000 to the capital 
funds of the International Bank has not 
yet been paid, 


A ‘Golden Book’ of Verse 


“The Golden Book of Catholie Poetry,” Béited by 
Alfred Noyes, (J. B. Lippineott Co., Philadelphia.) 
Although some very good contemporary | 

poetry is presented here, there doesn’t seem 

to be much excuse for this book as a whole. 

Most collections of Catholic poetry (or 
Negro poetry, or war workers’ poetry) are 
put together with the conviction that though 
the poems really aren't poetry at all, still 
the authors’ limited opportunities may 
merit for them some sympathetic encour- 
agement. However, this book is not to be 
completely explained even by such motives 
of fraternal charity, for the dead are be- 
yond encouragement, and many a dead 
poet is represented here with verse the 
— of which has been ripened by 

me. 

Perhaps even more surprising than the 
inclusion of dead poetry written by once 
living Catholics is the selection by Mr. 
Noyes of poems neither particularly Cath- 
olic in tone nor by Catholic authors.

Surely it would be ridiculous to talk of 
Catholic cooking simply because the cook 
had once been in a Catholic church—or 
even because she fries fish on Friday. Sure- 
ly it is equally ridiculous to talk of Cath- 
olic poetry simply because the poet wrote 
in a general way of ecclesiastical matters, 
the liturgy, death or eternity. Yet in this 
book we have common human sentiments, 
shared alike by every Christian, and most 
ethical pagans, presented as though such 
sentiments were exclusively Catholic. 

There are exclusively Catholic doctrines, 
but none of them have been used as a 
basis for the poetry in this collection. On 
the contrary, some of the poems presented 
are opposed to things for which Catholicism 
stands. Even granting (which I do not) 
the possible propriety of including Henry 
Adams's Mariolotrous “Prayer to the Vir- 
gin,” it is difficult to see how Spenser's 
allegorically anti-Catholic Red Cross Knight 
fits in, here. 

It is hard to understand why Langland, 
called the most Catholic of English poets, 
should be represented by a seven-line at- 
tack on theology—which, by the way, is 
taken without acknowledgement from. the 
not-too-accurate translation of Henry Wells. 
Nor can one see the reason for presenting 
18 lines of deism from Pope’s “Essay on 
Man.” Throughout this book we find either 
a careless misinterpretation of poetry or a 
careless misunderstanding of Catholicism.

Nor is the actual presentation of the texts 
less careless than their selection, Thomas 
More, now canonized almost 11 years but 
still referred to in the preface as “Blessed,” 
titled his poem “Lewis the Lost Lover,” 
and there seems to be no reason to call it 
„Fortune.“ Nor is there any reason to 
take two stanzas out of More’s “Twelve 
Weapons of Spiritual Battle,” rewrite one 
of them to make it polite, and then title 
the mixture “Consider Well.” And although 
there may have been a reason once why 
Chaucer's “Truth” might be called “Ballad 
of Good Counsel,” that reason is no longer 
operative. : 

There may similarly have been a reason 
once for such a “golden book” as this, but 
that reason, likewise, is no longer a 
one.

It made no 
effort to call him to account for 
the murder of the deputy Matte- 
oti or, even worse, for the brutal 
attack on Ethiopia and the cynical 
attack on Spain.

It is not going 
to be easy. A new regime which 
takes over in a year of defeat 
needs success very badly if it is 
to have the chance of life.

There are threats of separatist 
tendencies in the South and in 
Sicily. The questions of Trieste, 
H the Italian Navy 
and that of reparations to Rus- 
sia, are all important. It is dif- 
ficult to see why the new Italian 
Republic should pay Russia for 
sins committed by Mussolini—the 
more so when it is remembered 
that on very similar grounds 
Lenin refused to be responsible 
for the debts of Czarist Russia. 


What Premier Stalin claims is 
not large enough seriously to af- 
fect Russian reconstruction, But 
it is large enough very gravely 
to affect Italian reconstruction. 
I hope the Allies will be sensible 
enough not to make the Italian 
people the victims of those rulers 
they have themselves overthrown. 

This is not a case where the 
people were, in any serjous sense, 
the accomplices of those rulers. 
On the contrary, the records of 
the exiled, and now happily back 
in power—of Nenni, of Silone, of 
Romita and Salvemini—is a rec- 
ord which compares well with 
that of any leaders fighting to 
overthrow a Uynasty so igneble 
as to have made itself the puppet 
of the “Sawdust Caesar.” 

The future of the Republic will 
turn very largely on the wisdom 
of the three great Powers. From 
every angie, the new regime gives 
them advantages as real as their 
opportunity is great. They can 
make or mar the life of a nation 
which has much to contribute to 
the future of our civilization. 
This people have spoken forth- 
rightly in favor of democratic in- 
stitutions. I hope their voice will 
be heard with good-will and gen- 
erosity at the Paris meeting of 
the Big Four.

up of any new regulation that 
would interfere with the rights 
and privileges set forth for the 
Security Council. 


Thus even if it is proposed in 
future commission discussions 
that an entirely separate enforc- 
ing agency be established to act 
against atomic agreement trans- 
gressors independently of the „po- 
lice force“ created by the Security 
Council, the Russian viewpoint 
may hold that this is contrary to 
the letter and spirit of the United 
Nations. In other words, the Big 
Five yeto right, according to this 
view, cannot be by-passed merely 
through the establishment of a 
kind of special “atomic” security 
council. 

Obviously these are , intricate 
questions, and observers feel that 
the Soviet Union, just as anxious 
as the other nations to secure en- 
during peace, will pose them at 
forthcoming commission sessions 
in good faith, and not in any ef- 
fort to toss a monkey-wrench into 
the whole works. Baruch himself 
has said that the American plan 
was proposed as a basis for full 
discussion, and not on a “take it 
or leave it” basis. He has been 
the first to concede that his plan 
is far from perfect, and that there 
is ample room for revision and 
perfection within the framework 
of assuring real workability. 

U. S. Firm on Veto Point, 

On one point, however, the 
American delegation is not ex- 
pected to yield—and it is the all- 
important point of no-veto. This 
government is known to feel 
strongly that international con- 


‘late 


trol is an empty dream unless the 
veto right is abolished on atomie 
issues. Whether a compromise wil] 
be reached under which the So- 
viet Union eventually agrees to 
drop the veto, providing the Unit- 
ed States will step up considera- 
bly its time-table for destroying 
its bombs and releasing its know- 
‘how, remains to be seen. 


It is not beyond the realm of 
possibility that the Soviet Union 
may start off with the bargain- 
ing stand that it cannot open its 
border to atomic inspectors, or 
cannot even disclose the extent of 
its fissionable materials, until this 
nation has gotten rid of its bombs 
and ceased their production. Such 
a stand would snag the proceed- 
ings at once, for essential in the 
Baruch plan is the almost immedi- 
surveying of the world’s 
atomic material resources, 

It is authoritatively understood 
that a number of nations already 
have advised the American dele- 
gation that they will not permit 


such a survey unless every other 


nation similarly consents to an in- 

ventory at the same time. It is 

understood that such inquiring na- 

tions are being informed that 

unanimity of action is an obvious 

condition to the survey plans. 
Russia Big Enigma. 

Meanwhile it was learned that 
the United Kingdom and Canada 
plan to indorse the main provi- 
sions of the United States pro- 
posal, but will submit several 
“clarifying” revisions when the 
commission reconvenes this week. 
The big question mark on the 
12-man commission thus remains 
the Soviet Union. 

But, as Baruch emphasized, the 
American plan is just a beginning. 
Weeks, months,’ possibly years 
may elapse before final agree- 
ment is reached and the various 
nations have ratified the agree- 
ment. Time is obviously of the 
greatest importance, but the feel- 
ing here is that such a crucial, 
precedent-setting issue cannot pos- 
sibly be rushed, and that eventu- 
al success will make the time and 
effort worth while. 

In the final analysis, as Baruch 
pointed out in what was generally 
viewed as a magnificent address, 
the key to the question of suc- 
cess or failure is not contained in 
technical differences, but in the 
sincerity of the nations’ desire for 
peace, 


Soviet Writer Assails Gen. Ar- 
nold’s “Lightning War.” 
MOSCOW, June 17 (UP) — A 
Soviet writer, Modest Rubinstein, 
today said Gen. Henry H. Arnold's 
proposal to use atom bombs in 
lightning blows in case of war 
were as much “adventurist in char- 
acter as the strategic calculation 

of the Hitlerite bandits.” 
Rubinstein, writing in the New 
Times magazine, said “Arnold’s 
ideas show he supports the doc- 
trine of a short offensive war 
protected by discussions usual in 


such cases of ‘preventive war.““ 

The article was a review of the 
book, “One World or None.” 

Rubinstein denounced American 
military authorities for “suppress- 
ing all attempts for peaceful util- 
ization of atomic energy on the 
pretext of fighting against the 
danger of information leaks.” 

“Big capitalist monopolies close- 
ly connected with them are assist- 
ing this in their interests,” he 
said,

it may be used to overwhelm any 
future enemy we may have. It is 
in the development and employ- 
ment of this offensive power that 
militetey decision still lies, as it 
has our past wars, And it is 
in the possession of such offen- 
sive power that the respect for 
our authority in the world is 
rooted, 
Limitation o. Air Power. 


We have seen that having pro- 
duced our weapons, we must be 
able to transport them from the 
place of production to the place 
where they are to be used. Here 
air power alone is at a disadvan- 
tage, because the weights to be 
carried are enormous, and air- 
borne means gti!l are not able to 
compete with seaborne means 
when it comes to carrying great 
weights for long distances, 

The proportions of this advan- 
tage may change in the future, 
bt it does not seem likely that 
we shall see for many years such 
a change as will permit air trans- 
portation to take the place of sea 
transportation for the movement 
of bulk ireight — and military 
movement is just that, in gssence. 

It is not just the carrying of 
one atomic bomb that counts, It 
is the carrying of the men, the 
fuel, the offensive and defensive 
weapons and ammunition, the 
food and the general supplies 
which enable a nation to set up, 
within practicable range of a hos- 
tile target, the organization that 
can deliver on that target a suf- 
ficlent number of atomic bombs, 
or rockets, or guided missiles, to 
destroy it. 

Land Bases and ‘ea Power. 

This can be done by using land 
bases, to which these supplies can 


be sent by rail. This means fight- 
ing from inside your own coun- 
try or from adjacent countries 
you control. But the moment you 
start to use overseas. bases, insu- 
lar or, on other continents, you 
need sea power. Moreover, there 
are none of the modern weapons 
which cannot be used from float- 
ing bases—that is, from ships. 

A ship or a group of ships can 
carry vast offensive and defensive 
power—which means weight; the 
support of water for this purpose 
is far more efficient as far as 
weight-carrying is concerned than 
the support of air. Thus the 
command of the sea means that 
more than 71.5 per cent of the 
surface of the world is available 
to us for offensive operations, 
and is denied to any land-based 
enemy. It further means that all 
islands are ours, and denied to 
him except within the limitations 
of air-supplied military opera- 
tions, which are weaker than sea- 
supplied operations because of the 
factor of weight. It means we 
can strike from any direction 
against land targets, which are 
all surrounded by water. 

And while a land-based enemy 
can, of course, counter our sea- 
borne operations to some extent 
by the use of land-based air- 
planes and air-borne missiles fly- 
ing over water, the maintenance 
of an effective land-based air pa- 
trol to search oceanic areas is so 
difficult, and involves so vast an 
effort in the production and op- 
eration of airplanes for a purely 
defensive purpose, that it may 
largely be ruled out as an ade- 
quate reply to sea power. The 
almost total failure of Japanese 
land-based air power in the Pa- 
cific to check American seaborne 
operations is suggestive of the 
difficulties to be encountered. 

Thus for the future, we may 
sum up the importance of sea 
power to the United States by 
saying that for offensive and de- 
fensive purposes, the possession 
of adequate means to control the 
sea means freedom of action not 
only over the whole of the oceanic 
surface of the globe, but the con- 
trol of islands and the ability to 
go to the aid of continental 
friends possessing oceanic coast 
lines. 

In the future as in the past, 
the military advantages thus con- 
ferred seem likely to be decisive, 
and the possessor of those ad- 
vantages, as long as they are 
firmly held and properly under- 
stood, is one whose voice will 
never be disregarded in the coun- 
cils of the nations.

In 
deed, the pressure of demand even 
ends strikes. 

Meanwhile, many production 
records are being broken. Shoe 
production, this year is expected 
to reach 550,000,000 pairs, 10 per- 
cent ahead of the all-time high 
in 1941. North American news- 
print production has just sur- 
passed all previous levels. Ditto 
cigarettes and textile output. 
What this makes clear is that, 
since V-J day, the economy has 
been lopsided. Only the heavy 
goods industries have lagged. 
But now even they are about 
to burst forth into postwar 
glory—not only steel, and auto- 
mobiles, and vacuum cleaners, 
but also housing. 

The big bottieneck in home- 
building has been lumber. But, 
since December, lumber produc- 
tion has been on the increase. 
What's more, recent increases in 
price ceilings and wages promise 
sharp jump in output. And this 
may well stop the depletion in 
stocks. of lumber on hand.

W ITH fat getting scarcer every 
‘day, it is imperative that we 
learn how to conserve every 
drop used in food preparation or 
accumulated in food preparation, 
as in pan frying bacon and roast- 
ing meat, chicken, etc, One 
should never allow fat to scorch 
because it breaks down when over- 
heated and acquires a harsh fla- 
vor, making it impossible to reuse 


satisfactorily in food preparation. 


Fat used in deep fat frying should 
have the accumulated sediment re- 
moved promptly. This may be 
done by straining the cold fat 
through a few folds of cheese 
cloth or a fine sieve, or letting 
the sediment settle and then pour- 
ing off the clear fat carefully. 
n frying bacon, ham, or roast- 
ing fowl, the fat should be ren- 
dered out at a low enough tem- 
perature so that it will have a 
true color and sweet, fine flavor, 
and then all left-over fat should 
be poured into a clean container 
with a tight fitting lid and kept 
in the refrigerator until ready for 
use. Even the rich brown residue 
in the bottom of a skillet or roast- 
ing pan which also contains fat 
should have a little hot water 
added and reheated to dissolve all 
the flavor. This pan gravy should 
be served as gravy or poured over 
vegetables for seasoning. Much 
luscious flavor and rich food value 
have gone into the sewer in this 
country, which if it had been un- 
derstood and appreciated would 
have been ample to have changed 
tasteless drab meals into delicious 
food for thousands of families. 


Orange Sponge Pudding. 

Soften one tablespoon gelatin in 
one fourth cup cold water for five 
minutes. Add one cup boiling 
water, one third cup sugar and 
one eighth teaspoon salt and stir 
until dissolved, Cool slightly and 
add one cup orange juice, two 
teaspoons lemon juice, one fourth 
teaspoon grated lemon rind, one 
half teaspoon grated orange rind, 
Allow to partly congeal, then beat 
with a rotary beater until fluffy. 
Fold in two egg whites, stiffly 
beaten.

My Day -o.

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HYDE PARK, Sunday 
ERNARD M. BARUCH's 
speech on atomic control 
seems to me a very moving 
appeal to the governments of the 
world to listen to the most ardent 
desire of the peoples of the world. 
There is no question in my mind 
that the peoples of the world ev- 
erywhere want peace, and I think 
Mr. Baruch made it clear that, as 
far as he is concerned, the pres- 
ervation of the peace stood above 
every other consideration, 

It boils down to this: we have 
temporarily the knowledge and 
the plants where atomic bombs 
can be made. Temporarily, also, 
man has not’ yet found and may 


never find a preventive which will, 


neutralize the destructive power 
of the atomic bomb as a war 
weapon. Eventually, however, 
more and more great nations will 
know what we know. Mr. Baruch 
faces this fact and acknowledges 
frankly that there is only one 
thing to do, and that is to wipe 
out the use of this weapon in war. 
* * — 

TO DO THIS, however, we will 
have to give up some part of our 
national sovereignty, for we will 
have to submit to inspection and 
licensing by an atomic energy au- 
thority set up under the United 
Nations, They will be given all 
of our secrets. They will license 
the use of material for industrial 
and therapeutic purposes through- 
out the world. On the subject of 
atomic energy everyone of us, 
even the big nations, are asked to 
give up our veto power to insure 
the safety of every nation. It 
seems to me that, without ques- 
tion, we can better afford to give 
up this amount of national sov- 
ereignty than we can afford to 
live in fear of what our neighbor 
may be doing. 

In reading the Baruch report, I 
felt it was a document which took 
irftto consideration primarily the 
feelings and hopes of the masses 
of the people. When one sees 
the victory of the old type of iso- 
lationism in a state like Nebraska, 
one wonders how much the people 
of our country really understand 


what has happened in the world 
of science in the past few years. 
I believe, however, that people are 
isolationists because they think 
that is the way to obtain peace; 
and it is only through education 
and the pregentation of the facts 
that we can hope they will under- 
stand the real situation which 
confronts the world today. I think 
this report will help to clarify the 
thinking of the mass of people 
if they read it carefully, and I 
hope they will. 


THE REACTION of the USSR 
to our recent offer of military 
collaboration with the Central and 
South American republics was a 
perfectly natural one, and they, 
in turn, will increase their efforts 
for the same type of collaboration 
wherever their interests lie. Yet 
increase in power is valueless if 
it brings war—for all that we do, 
all that Great Britain does, and all 
that the USSR does has at its 
roots the desire for security and 
peace. 

I happen to believe that only 
the strength of the United Nations 


can bring us this freedom from 


fear. J hope all of us will see 
clearly enough the value of this 
first move to give the knowledge 
about this most important weapon 
only to a United Nations body, 
and to give them also the power 
to control for the benefit of man- 
kind the knowledge which the 
scientists have given us.

* Dainty Sandwiches

AINTY sandwiches, cut into various shapes and filled with 
delicious substances, make an attractive feature of an 
afternoon party. 
The great question is how many will be needed. That, of 
_ eourse, depends upon how many people come to the party 
and how many sandwiches each person consumes. 

But when only dainty sandwiches are served it is not 
customary to request the reply to an invitation. Therefore, the 
number of people who will come is pure conjecture.

HOW MANY sandwiches each person will consume also is 
a matter of grave doubt. That depends upon the state of their 
appetite. That in turn depends upon whether they have eaten 
a hearty luncheon, have burned up thousands of calories in 
violent physical exercise or are saving their appetites for 
dinner. 
If a person is hungry there is no limit to the dainty sand- 
wiches he can eat since most of the nourishment is sliced off 
them. Even a dozen would do little to fill a really empty void. 

If 20 persons are invited, should it be assumed that they 
will all come and all be hungry?

Advantages 


Of Teaching 
Large Group

IGHTLY or otherwise, educa- 
; tional authorities have, for the 
past generation, frowned upon 
the district school. Many serious 
faults are found with it. It is 
wasteful of the teacher’s time and 
effort because she has to spread 
herself; that is, her mind, over so 
much territory. She cannot give 
her attention to any one child or 
group because the other groups 
are pulling at her consciousness. 
That wears out the teacher with- 
out helping the children in the 
least; in fact, they lose it daily. 
Then, too, the children lose the 
great power of the united group. 
When a group or a class are united 
in aim, effort and means they 
create a core of, power that drives 
them all forward; they establish 
a rhythm of work that lifts their 
spirits and liveus their minds. 
Anything that a district school 
teacher can do with several little 
classes can be done better in the 
consolidated school, where the 
teacher has a class unit almost 
even in power and growth, This 
is much more economical. 


. 


NOW, having that settled, things 
should go on nicely. Do they? 
They do not. The large city-school 
system feels troubled about mass 
education. Would it not be better 
to adjust the finely graded schools 
to the individual needs of the 
child—his growth, condition of 
mind, habits and d so 
miss no opportunity of develop- 
ing a well-rounded being? Isn't 
this thing of class average a little 
depressing? Even though schools 
are well graded, children should 
be taught as indtviduals. We 
argue and we plan new ways. 

Then what happens? Each 
classroom in this consolidated 
school, for all the big city schools 
are consolidated schools, becomes 
a little district school with all of 
its difficulties and none of its 
good points.

Ts carefully graded class is 
broken up into small and smaller 
units. There are group confer- 
ences among the children. There 
is much rustling of paper and 
pencils, much mauling of gadgets 
anc a great show of work. What 
then? 

The supervisors, any number of 
them, come and go in a steady 
stream. Why is not the music 
godd? The drawings are smudged. 
he penmanship is poor, the num- 
ber work bad. The children can- 
not read. Why? 

What of the teacher who faces 
that condition? Try living in a 
city classroom, working under the 
conditiong of the old-time district 
school, and see how you feel at 
th end of a day, a week, a month, 
4 year. ANY class, however 
homogeneous, will present need 
for individual instruction, but 
that should not blind us to the 
advantages of teaching the chil- 
dren as a class unit. There is 
strength in mass teaching. 


Frozen Caramel Pudding 


One cup sugar, one and three- 
fourths cups milk, two tablespoons 
cornstarch, one-fourth cup milk, 
one-eighth teaspoon salt, one ta- 
blespoon butter or margarine, two 
egg yolks, slightly beaten, one tea- 
spoon vanilla, two egg whites, 
beaten stiff, one-eighth teaspoon

Add 
salt and butter or margarine. 
Pour part of mixture over beaten 
egg yolks, then return all of mix- 
ture to heat and stir and cook un- 
til thickened, Cool and add vanil- 
la. Fold in egg whites and freeze 
in refrigerator tray.

Woman Who Surprised Herself 


Author's Collection of Pet Peeves Turns Out to Be a Best-Seller

HE slogan of one of Bj Kidd's 

advertising accounts is, “Nev- 

er undercstimate the power of 
a woman” and in a general way 
that is what Mrs. Kidd, associate 
copy director of a large agency 
and author of a current best es 
on advertising, has been saying to 
men for a yey time. Neverthe- 
less, she’s slightly surprised at the 
power and potency of her own ef- 
forts in the form of “Just Like a 
Woman,” the book that started 
out to be a collection of her gripes 
and pet peeves about the way ad- 
vertising for women is written by 
men and has ended up being pre- 
scribed as a “must” for copywrit- 
ers, by those same men. 


“I was a little bit like a drunk- 
en Indian running around shoot- 
ing a mysket up in the sky and 
hoping some ducks will fall down,” 
Mrs. Kidd says of her maiden 
literary effort. “Now I find to my 
surprise that quite a lot of ducks 
really fell.“ ; 


Among the things that Mrs. 
Kidd pointed out in the amusing 
as well as edifying, “Just Like a 
Woman,” is that men and women 
are different one from another. 
This fact recognized by biologists, 
psychiatrists, song writers, and 
most of the members of the two 
sexes themselves, is frequently, 
Mrs. Kidd complains, ignored by 
the advertising profession. 

“When my friends in other’ 
branches of feminine journalism 
ask me why, for Pete’s sake, ad- 
vertising to women isn’t better,” 
Mrs. Kidd writes, “I sometimes 
answer, ‘Because it is OK’d by 
men.’ And at other times, depend- 
ing upon my most recent experi- 
ences and current degree of frus- 
tration, ‘Because it is WRITTEN 
for men.’” 

These men who steer the course 
for advertising, Mrs. Kidd ob- 
serves, are all too likely to ignore 
feminine psychology and adhere 
to such cliches as, “Women like 
pictures of babies and emotional 
appeals,” or attempt to sell them 
with talk of technical details, 
numbers of units; the size of the 
factory, “abstractions, hair-split- 
ting arguments, Fourth of July 
oratory that she cannot possibly 
take personally or associate with 
herself and that bore and infuri- 
ate her.” 4

As typical of the masculine and 
feminine reactions to ads, Mrs. 
Kidd likes to cite one of her own, 
a linoleum advertisement in which 
the product was shown with a lot 
of renovated dining room furni- 
ture painted in bright colors, The 
man’s comment (an actual one) is: 
“Migod! A pink dining room 
table! Whoever heard of such a 
thing? And lIcok at those cur-

tains—they’d cost two hundred 
bucks at least. What do they want 
to do crazy impractical stuff like 
that for?” The woman in con- 
trast is more likely to think, 
“Why my grandmother had a set 
of golden oak furniture like that. 
I wonder what she did with it... 
it would be easy to enamel it, 
maybe blue-green. And those cur- 
tains would be a cinch—$10 worth 
of cheese-cloth. You could dye 
em yourself to match.” 


“It is difficult for men to un- 
derstand and evaluate this femi- 
nine ability to leap mentally in- 
side a printed or pictured 
message, identify themselves with 
it, and begin pushing the furni- 


ture around to suit themselves,“ 


says Mrs. Kidd. “It is the reasow 
why men and women are always 
waving their hands at each other 
futilely over women’s advertising 
campaigns and making strangled 
noises, 

“Men might deny this,” Mrs. 
Kidd added, “but a more recent 
ad showing how three boys can 
be bedded down in one room had 
a readership of 92 per cent, which 


is very high, and we figured it 
was statistically impossible for all 
of them to have three boys, so 
it was only natural to assume 
that for most of them the ad was 
a vicarious experience.” 
S 9 
Because women do identify 
themselves personally with ads, 
Mrs, Kidd deplores what she calls 
the “Suds Lonigan” school of adver- 
tising which consists in showing 
women as they really are in 
housedresses and aprons, backed 
by mountains of wash, and sur- 
rounded by children. 
“A woman will identify herself 
more readily with Helen of Troy 


or Hedy Lamarr than an over- 


worked drudge with six children, 
even if she is an overworked 
drudge with six children,” she 
points out. 

Another of Mrs, Kidd’s conten- 
tions is that women are really not 
interested in money itself, only 
what money will buy, and hence 
are usually unimpressed by the 
typical sales talks on savings ac- 
counts, insurance annuities, and 
“security.” 


“Men are just beginning to 
learn that when a woman answers 
a questionnaire and says she 
wants ‘security,’ she doesn’t mean 
money in the bank, or insurance, 
but emotional security, an un- 
broken family circle,” Mrs, Kidd 
told advertising men and women 
at an Advertising Federation of 
America convention in Milwaukee 
recently. “The fact that they are 
learning it now is beginning to 
make a big difference in that type 
of advertising. 


“Of course,” she added with a 
grin, “the first stage of adver- 
tising to women always consists 
of using the word, ‘Ladies’ or 
‘Women’ some place in the head- 
line. When you read, ‘Ladies, this 
quick new soap,’ or ‘Women will 
ride in the jeep of tomorrow’ you 
know they’re starting the Cam- 
paign to Women. I always say 
it’s like going to the Maine woods 
and making moose calls hoping a 
moose will answer. You have to 
be awfully good to fool a moose 
and women are just as smart as 
mooses.”

Mrs, Kidd not only preaches 
good advertising but also prac- 
tices it as well. An associate copy 
director of N. W. Ayer Company 
in charge of women’s accounts, 
she handles 35 of them. She was 
a newspaper reporter before en- 
tering advertising, on the old 
Philadelphia Ledger, until, as she 
recalls, she wrote a series of 
stories on unsolved murders and 
received so many threatening let- 
ters from frightening characters 
that she “quit and started a 
boarding house in an artists’ col- 
ony instead.” A former free lance 
journalist in Europe, former ar- 
tist and department store fashion 
director, she was also formerly 
married to Harry Kidd, modern 
painter. Her own first name is 
Betty but she prefers the “Bj” 
which she uses for okaying copy 
and which is the first “name” 
used in her book by-line. 

She lives just outside Philadel- 
phia, collects antiques, and raises 
dogs. In the latter she tries to 
specialize in one breed but keeps 
“taking in charity patients,” she 
says. Among her furnishings in 
the house is a coffee table which 
she made by cutting the legs off 
an old marble-topped end table 
and turning the base upside 
down. She got the idea from the 
pink dining room table ad. 

Among her better known ac- 
counts are Cannon Towels, Yard- 
ley, Dole’s Pineapple, and the 
Ladies’ Home Journal with its 
“Never underestimate the power 
of a woman” slogan. 

“But I didn’t think up that 
slogan,” she laughed. “I picked 
it up out of a man copywriter’s 
wastebasket.”

South made his two-heart con- 
tract, losing only three spades 
and two hearts, and the 110 points 
(60 below the line, 50 for fulfilling 
the less-than-game contract at 
team-of-four play) represented a 
far more substantial loss to East- 
West, in that they had failed to 
reach or even approach the five- 
diamond contract that was almost 
certain to have been made, It is 
true that a double-dummy de- 
fense, involving the lead of a club, 
won by South, with a heart return 
up to dummy’s ace-queen, would 
have set five diamonds, but this 
heart return scarcely would be 
attractive to any mortal player in 
the South position! It would be 
asking too much of mere flesh 
and blood to have South visualize 
North’s void in hearts, and to 
lead up to the ace-queen at the 
highly probable sacrifice of the 
setting trick. 

The most astounding action in 
this bidding was produced by 
West, who apparently considered 
that his hand was not worth a 
free bid over South’s two-heart 
call — this, despite the fairy im- 
pressive seven-card diamond suit, 
the fitting ace-jack of partner’s 
spades, and a singleton club for 
control of that suit. Not only 
should West have bid three dia- 
monds, but aimost regardless of 
his partner’s responses from that 
point, should have persisted to 
five diamonds, unless, of course, 
he heard a vigorous spade rebid 
from East, in which case he 
could support that suit. 

North, for his part, might have 
done a little club bidding on his 
eight-card suit, despite his lack of 
fit with partner’s hearts.
